That good prophet Eliſha, be- 
ing ſurrounded with a numerous Hoſt of | 
the Syrians by Night, he encouraged his 
Servant that trembled for fear, with theſe 
Words: Fear not; for they that be with 
us, are more than they that be with them, 
2 Kings vi. 16. when none was with Eliſha 
but his Servant. But the Sight of the 
Prophet was opened to behold an heaven- 
ly Hoſt, ready at God's Command to de- 
liver them. So likewiſe turn away your 
Eyes from vain Men, and on the contrary | 
lift them up, chat by Faith ye may behold: 
the Lord Jeſus, ſurrounded with ten * 
ands

for the Deliverance of his Ele. And, 


indeed, if formerly one Angel only de-

O come at laſt, moſt Honourable and 
Royal King Jeſus, ſitting upon thy white 
Horſe of Victoty, and armed with thy 
Bow, and furniſhed with Darts never miſ- 
ſing the Mark. Come at laſt, moſt mighty 
Lord, proceeding in the Splendor and 
Glory of thy Power, and throw thy fiery 
Darts againſt the Head of that Man of 
Sin, who hath provoked thee for ſo many 
Ages, and aſſaulted the Jewels of thy Royal 
Crown. It is he, who hath ſhed the Blood 
of thy Saints, like Water, and continues to 

uench his curſed Thirſt with the Effuſion 
er; O, moſt bleſſed King! conde- 
ſcend at laſt to the Requeſt of thoſe Souls

But thou ſhall 
at laſt appear as weary in refraining thy ſelf 
longer from delivering of thy mourning 
Turtle-Dove, and from the full rewarding 
thy deadly Enemy.
